Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner called Mr. Vadnais to indicate Amendment C had 
overcome the previous prior art rejections. However, the amendment to the claims in Amendment C raised a double 
patenting issue with the parent case, and a terminal disclaimer is required. The examiner indicated claims 19 and 30 
would be allowable after the filing of a terminal disclaimer. The terminal disclaimer is required due to the changes to the 
claims since the restriction requirement was made. In the restriction in the parent case, the group directed to the 
combination (the invention of the present case) was properly restricted from the subcombination (now patented). The 
combination group at the time of the restriction included an evidence claim (claim 19), not requiring the particulars of 
the subcombination group", that is the roll peeling step. There is no longer an evidence claim due to applicants 
Amendment C which adds the specifics of the roll peeling step (See MPEP 806.05c II & III and 804.01 B). Mr. Vadnais 
elected to not file a terminal disclaimer at this time. 
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
